The second annual apportionment 
of state school moneys under the 
new school law has just been com­ 
pleted 
by 
State Superintendent 
C. A. Lee. The first payment will 
be made on March 15 next. 
The apportionment for the 1933- 
1934 school year amounted to $11,- 
661,879. The first payment is $1,- 
772,187.03. The amount paid is 
15.19 per cent of the apportionment. 
The March payment probably will 
not exceed 10 per cent of the total 
amount of the state’s obligation, 
making in all 25 .per cent payment. 
While the 
state’s 
just and legal 
share in the support of the public 
schools is $11,661,879, only about 
$3,000,000 of that amount can be 
paid out of the anticipated revenue. 
Missouri’s share in the support 
of the public schools has fallen off 
appreciably in the last several 
years. In 1920 the state paid 16 per 
cent of the total cost for teachers’ 
salaries and incidental expenses. 
In 1931 the percentage was 11. The 
amount o f the state’s contribution 
in 1932, based upon the receipts for 
the fiscal year, however, was 8.8 
per cent of the total running expen­ 
ses of the schools. The state is 
contributing a smaller part of the 
total cost, thereby shifting a larger 
part to the local school districts.

Jefferson City, Mo., August 17.— 
The second annual apportionment 
of state school moneys under the 
new school law has just been com­ 
pleted 
by 
State 
Superintendent 
C. A. Lee. 
The first payment will 
be made on March 15 next. 
The apportionment for the 1933- 
1934 school year amounted to $11,- 
601,879. 
The first payment is $1,- 
772,187.01. The 
amount 
paid 
is 
16.19 per cent of the apportionment. 
The March payment probably will 
not exceed 10 per cent of the total 
amount of the 
state’s 
obligation, 
making in all 25 per cent payment. 
While the 
state’s 
just and legal 
share in the support of the public 
schools is $11,661,879, only about 
$3,000,000 of that amount can b? 
paid out of the anticipated revenue. 
Missouri's share in the support 
of the public schools has fallen off 
appreciably 
in 
the 
last 
several 
years. In 1920 the state paid 16 per 
cent of the total cost for teachers’ 
salaries and incidental expenses. 
In 1931 the percentage was 11. The 
amount o f the state’s contribution 
in 1932, based upon the receipts for 
the fiscal year, however, was 8.8 
per cent of the total running expen­ 
ses of

schools.
